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Fiat Rate 
Increase 
Approved 


After months of study and debate on es- 
tablishment of a new water rate schedule 
for the town, selectmen Monday night ap- 
proved a flat rate fee for all water users. 

With Selectman Albert Cole opposed, 
the board approved setting a rate of 71 
cents per 100 cubic feet of water, effective 
Aug. 1, 1977. The action rejected a 
recommneded continuance of the current 
classical descending scale, as suggested 
by Department of PLublic Works Director 
Robert E. McQuade and supported by 
Town Manager J. Maynard Austin. 

At the same time, the board approved 
establishing a fine for payment of water 
bills beyond the 30-day limit and tacked on 
a $1 demand charge. 

Selectman Richard J. Bower, proponent 
of the flat rate, said the increase would 
represent a 30 to 35 per cent increase in 
cost for the average homeowner or user, 
while the scaled rate would have meant an 
increase of between 50 to 55 per cent. 

DPW Director McQuade strongly ad- 
vocated retention of the present scaled 
system, by which heavy users pay a lower 
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Tax Rate Increase To Be $5 


Andover’s tax rate for the current fis- 
cal year will be $58, a $5 increase. 

Assessor William H. Russell 
nounced this past week, that the figures 
had been approved by the state commis- 
sioner of corporations and taxation. The 
school rate for FY 1977-’78, will be $32.38, 
representing 60 per cent of the total rate, 
while the town rate will be $25.62. 

It is the first substantial increase in 
the Andover tax rate in some time, al- 
though less than originally anticipated at 


budget time, when projections placed the 
levy at upwards of $10. 

For the past four or five years the tax 
rate has been between $53 and $54. 

A sharp decrease in state reimburse- 
ments added to fears of a large increase. 
Originally down by $1.4 million over pre- 
vious years, some of the funds were re- 
turned to the town through the efforts of 
School Business Manager Edward Ma- 
guire, who pointed out clerical errors in 
computation.

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New Leash 
Law Is 
Proposed 


With the disapproval by the attorney 
general’s office of the dog leash law voted 
at the annual town meeting, a group, known 
as the Citizens for Humane Dog Control, 
have inserted a proposal for consideration 
at the Oct. 24 town meeting. 

The item practically insures a quorum 
for the session, and its placement at the end 
of the warrant indicates full attendance 
through the entire meeting. 

Atty. Charles G. Rancourt, representing 
the citizens group, took exception to state- 
ments published in the Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune this week and attributed to Sidney 
P. White, proponent of the article approved 
last April. 

White had indicated that local groups 
had presented erroneous information to the 
attorney general’s office which led to the 
disapproval of his amended version of a dog 
leash law. ; 

The attorney general rejected the ap- 
proved by-law based on the fact it was an 
amendment and as such, insufficient warn- 
ing had been given to the voters of the com- 
munity. 

What happened at the annual town meet- 
ing was that an article on dog control was 
inserted in the warrant by the selectmen. 
White offered a lengthy amendment and 
had advertised the matter ahead of the 
meeting in the Townsman. Voters rejected 
the selectmen’s proposal and approved 
White’s which mandates keeping a dog on a: 
leash at least six feet in length when off its 
own property. Fines are imposed for non- 
compliance. 

Tuesday, Atty. Rancourt issued a state- 
ment to the Townsman, along with the let- 
ter signed by local residents and himself,

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Saving Geraniums 


Every year at this time, 
many calls are received at 
the Agricultural Institute 
from area residents who 
want to save their gera- 
nium plants. After having 
nurtured their plants all 
summer they feel it a 
shame to let the frost kill 
them. 

Experience has shown 
that most homeowners are 
not very successful in 
over-wintering geraniums. 
The reasons are many. 
Most often poor results 
occur because of the grow- 
ing conditions that exists 
in modern homes. It is gen- 
erally, too hot, dry and not 
enough sunlight to keep the 
plants blooming. However, 


gardeners should not be 


discouraged from trying to 
keep their plants. They 
Should realize, though, 
that it will be difficult to 
obtain the same quality 
plant offered by florists in 
the spring. 

To assist interested 
homeowners in trying to 
save their geraniums an 
informative fact sheet is 
available free on request.

Edinburgh 


Our stop in Manchester was just over- 
night and we arrived late after a long 
day’s journey. Led to the Midlands Hotel 
by Brenda Burgess, our guide, we enjoyed 
an old fashion Yankee night of fun. It was 
just dinner by our group, some salty 
humor and a sort of catching of the breath 
after all we had seen and been party to in 
Wales.

Plants need a healthy mix of minerals to 
look their best. It is recognized that there 
are about fifteen elements necessary to 
provide optimum growth. Nitrogen, 
phosphorous, potassium, carbon, oxygen 
and hydrogen are of primary importance. 
Secondary elements are calcium, 
magnesium and sulfur. In addition, there is 
increasing data that certain plants use 
chloride, cobalt, boron and other minerals. 
So look what you feed your plants. Calcium 
deficiency is easy to spot — it appears in 
your leaves and growing tips which bend 
and then die. Lack of magnesium, iron and 
zinc can manifest itself in stunted or dis- 
torted leaf growth. If trouble appears it 
may be a signal because of a poor diet.

any group. Some of our ladies asked him 
point blank, how come he was not attired 
in kilts. That just isn’t the way it is today. 

Bringing this account to the present, 
several weeks ago Alistair Cooke on intro- 
ducint one of the many Masterpiece Thea- 
ter productions told of a Scotsman who 
came to visit in one of our mid-Western 
communities. The townspeople of Scottish 
descent turned out full force to welcome 
the visitor, anxious to hear tales on their 
ancestral homeland. The Scotsman, at- 
tired in a business suit, allowed as how he 
had never seen so many kilts in one place 
before. Instead of tales of the Highlands 
and other cultural mores, this man spoke 
of North Sea oil and about the gross na- 
tional product. A disapointment to the 
erstwhile Scots but a reflection on how 
things are today. 

It didn’t take us long to discover that 
there is much serious business going on in 
Scotland today. North Sea oil and all at- 
tendant facets of its produciton are in the 
forefront as a foundation for economic re- 
covery in the United Kingdom. We were 
to be briefed extensively on this ‘‘black 
gold’. 

From the airport into the beautiful 
capital city, we passed over the Firth 
gleaming in the July sunlight and passed 
through new town behind Princes Street. 
Actually, new town is an old town having 
been built in the 18th century. Then our 
motorcoach proceeded up the splendid 
avenue which is Princes Street, com- 
pleted in 1805. Here we began to see whey 
Edinburgh is called the Athens of the 
North. Towering above everything that 
we could see, high on Castle Rock, is Ed- 
inburgh Castle, 1,000 years old and rich in 
the countrys history. The castle was the 
home of Scottish kings from Malcolm III- 
in the 11th Century (his father Duncan 
was slain by Macbeth) until James IV in 
the early 16th century. 

Attractive shops line Princes Street on 
the south side and these stores are flanked 
by Princes Street Gardens, abrim with 
flowers and greenery. Traffic is heavy. 
The sidewalks are alive with well-dressed 
people. It is a vibrant city. 

The IPSM group was deposited at a 
real posh Victorian type hotel right in the 
middle of all the doings. The Caledonian 
faces Princes Street with its west side on 
Lothian Road, which is also a principal 
thoroughfare. Diagonally between these 
two main stems is famous King’s Stable 
Road which hugs Castle Rock, the latter 
So steep it has only been scaled three 
times. 

Settled in our room, which happily af- 
forded a fine window view of the castle, 
beautifully illuminated at night, we began 
to take account of all we had seen: the 
flowers and greens, the ancient churches, 
time stained and almost black, Grecian- 
type buildings, sandblasted and bright, 
modern shops which we were certain to 
see mor of. 

Soon the bus was waiting to whisk us 
off to the Scottish Office in New St. An- 
drew’s House in St. James Center where 
we were received by Mr. W. Lyddon, 
SDD. We were then seated for an audio- 
visual presentation — ‘‘Scotland, the oil, 
the land and the people.’’ This was the 
nitty-gritty, probably the one most impor- 
tant aspect of what these fine people 


wanted to tell us in the entire trip. Eco- 
nomically, things are just not bright in the 
United Kingdom. We have mentioned high 
taxation, high unemployment, inflation, 
terrific rebuilding expense, labor unrest, 
and devolution all leading toa malaise. 
Here is a very bright spot, a hope and we 
were to understand this if nothing else. 

Mr. R. Crofts, Senior Research Officer 
of the Scottish Economic Planning De- 
partment on oil andgas developments 
gave us a complete rundown on how North 
Sea oil and gas fields are explored and the 
international treaties are set up for tap- 
ping the enormous resources. Economic 
implications of this oil development was 
put forth by Mr. S.F. Hampson who is 
chief of the planning office. 

Very briefly, there is much oil and nat- 
ural gas in the waters dividing the island 
and the continent. Who does the North Sea 
belong to? This was settled by a Treaty of 
Geneva in 1958 and a median line limit es- 
tablished as a demarkation between Eng: 
land, Norway and Denmark. Costly 
exploration pinpointed the fields and huge 
platforms have been built, on their sides. 
floated to the productive holes and mirac- 
ulously dropped exactly ‘‘on the dime’. 
Built on the Firth of Forth and the Firth 
of Clyde, putting to work unemployed ship 
building facilities in that sphere of sag- 
ging production demands, these huge bed- 
ding structures, weighing thousands of 
tons were floated to the field sites and 
gently lowered to the sea bed as deep as 
420 feet down. 

The Forties was the first such major 
oil field and little was known of it in the 
1960s. It is now determined that there are 
17.5 billion barrels of recoverable oil re- 
serves in the area. The United Kingdom’s 
sector will peak at least 2.4 million bar- 
rels a day.

It filled the bill 
exactly. All 40 in our group trooped to the 
Piper for dinner that night. The ‘‘Yan- 
kees” had a special section assigned to 
them, two tiers up, in a nicely appointed 
night spot which was set up in a typical 
night club format. The square dance floor 
was surrounded by tables which were 
ringed by tiers on three sides. We sat at 
our tables and were served the national 
beverage. 

At this point the dance floor was in 
darkness. Suddenly bright spots focused 
on a piper in full regalia and then came 
the skirl of the pipes. This was Scotland! 
This is what we all craved to hear. The 
squealing, plaintive and defiant sound 
that says what no other in strument seems 
to achieve. 

It has led men to great feats of daring 
do and seems to embody the spirit of Scot- 
land. 

Following the piper’s introduction to 
the evening came the emcee, a handsome 
he-man type with the famous ruddy com- 
plexion. He was traditionally attired in 
the kilt, the sporan, the Argyle sezks and 
the handsome short jacket Scottish men 
affect. VEry humorous, he soon had the 
crowd with him and a good time was as-

Morals, Honor, 


The U.S. Postal Service has decided to remain in 
downtown Andover. 

Now, if they can get a letter delivered within a 24- 
hour period, we’ll cancel the order on the ponies. 

This is not meant to be critical of the Andover letter 
carriers, who perform a commendable task of getting 
the mail from the central office to the homes on time. 
What happens in between is none of their doing. 

While postal officials have been intent on getting a 
processing facility in Andover over the past couple of 
years, the basic service methods have continued to de- 
teriorate. 

A gentleman posted a letter to this office on a Fri- 
day evening on Main Street in Andover. With the 
Labor Day holiday and all, it arrived in this office 
Wednesday morning. 

This week, a lady dropped a letter in a street mail 
box Sunday evening. It arrived in Andover for sorting 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Seems a letter, particularly on weekends, does 
more traveling than an international jetliner. Cur- 
rently it is routed either through Woburn or Boston fa- 
cilities before arriving back in Andover for delivery. 

Beginning in November, it will go to Lawrence be- 
fore getting back here. 

As for the decision to leave the customer services 
of the post office in the present location, it is to be ap-

plauded and the Industrial Development Commission 
members, charged with the duty to insure the post of- 
fice in the Central Business District are to be com- 
mended. 

Dr. Lawrence Speigel, chairman of the IDC, car- 
ried out the wishes expressed by the selectmen in 
keeping the financial services within the downtown 
area. 

That Ballardvale and Shawsheen substations are to 
be phased out is almost a foregone conclusion, al- 
ane there is some hope of retention of the ‘Vale fa- 
cility. 

The IDC did the job asked of them, as they did so 
well in the ultimate disposition of the Sacred Heart 
property. 

But, there still remains doubt about the economics 
of the decision to move the processing and distribution 
to Lawrence. 

It means increased mileage for the workers, added 
costs through the purchase and maintenance of jeeps, 
which does not sound like being economy minded ina 
debt-ridden agency. 

There will be an increase in the number of boxes 
available and there will be no necesity to go to Law- 
rence to pick up such things as registered mail which 
could not be delivered. This part of the postal decision 
is quite acceptable. 


The Manager Issue

and forwarded to Atty. Gen. Francis X. 
Bellotti on May 16. 

Rancourt said: 

“The Citizens for Humane Dog Control 
wish to correct certain erroneous state- 
ments attributed in the September 12, 1977 
‘‘Lawrence Eagle-Tribune”’ to Sidney 
White of Andover, the sponsor of a dog 
leash law amendment adopted at the 1977 
Andover Annual Town Meeting but ruled il- 
legal by the Attorney General on August 30, 
1977 


“At no time have the Citizens for Hu- 
mane Dog Control placed any ‘‘false ideas”’ 
in the head of the Attorney General or any 
other person as alleged by Mr. White. 
Rather, the Citizens called the attention of 
the Attorney General to procedural defi- 
ciencies caused by the failure or the war- 
rant containing a two section dog control 
article inserted by the Selectmen to ade- 
quately appraise voters that a fourteen sec- 
tion redraft of all of Andover’s dog control 
laws was possible. This is the time honored 
legal function of the warrant — a word his- 
torically connoting ‘‘warning’’. Signifi- 
cantly, this failure of warrant notice was 
the precise reason given by the Attorney 
General for rejecting Mr. White’s amend- 
ment. 

“The Citizens for Humane Dog Control 
have inserted through the proper procedure 
of obtaining signatures of one hundred vot- 
ers a comprehensive, yet fair, dog control 
article for the 1977 Andover Special Town 
Meeting to be held October 24. This article 
would permit responsible dog owners to 
walk their dogs under personal control 
while still protecting thepersonal and prop- 


erty rights of others. 

“Rather than spending further time and 
effort debating the perpheral issue of the 
Attorney General’s ruling, the Citizens for 
Humane Dog Control are making available 
to the ‘‘Andover Townsman’’ our letter to 
the Attorney General, his ruling and a copy 
of our dog control article with a request 
that the ‘“Townsman’’ publish this informa- 
tion or at least make it available for exami- 
nation at its offices. The citizens further 
invite all concerned residents of Andover to 
review the true facts concerning the Attor- 
ney General’s ruling and then move on to 
the more important business of considering 
our dog control article on its own merits. 

The letter to Atty. Gen. Bellotti. 

“The Annual Town Meeting of the Town 
of Andover was held on the evenings May 9, 
10, 11, 12, at which time an article (436) was 
presented which pertained to the restraint 
of dogs. This article was designed to amend 
Article XII of the Town By-laws and was 
proposed by the selectmen. It was defeated 
by the electorate. A motion was made from 
the floor to amend article #36 and this 
amendment was voted tf2after the main ar- 
ticle which it was designed to amend was 
defeated. In effect, the amendment became 
a new article even though it was repre- 
sented to the electorate as an amendment. 
Furthermore, copies of the ersatz amend- 
ment were not circulated to the electorate 
in attendance in a complete fashion so that 
they could be aware of the proposals, nor 
was a copy of this ersatz amendment pub- 
lished in the Finance Committee Report 
(which contains the proposed articles in de- 
tail). These irregularities occurred with 
the apparent sanction of the Town Modera- 
tor.

We, the undersigned, beseech you to ver- 
ify these facts as represented by this com- 
munication and nullify the by-law 
introduced by this illegal maneuver.” 

The new leash law, as proposed by the 
group represented by Atty. Rancourt, was 
drawn up, he states, in response to a desire 
by the people of Andover, ‘‘for a more ef- 
fective yet humane dog control law. 

This revision would attain results in the 
area of enforceable dog control as the cur- 
rent by-law. ‘‘The difference is that our 
proposal permits responsible owners to 
walk, jog or bike ride while enjoying the 
company of their dog, leaving the individ- 
ual owner,”’ Rancourt said. 

“Rather than a rigid leash by-law for all 
dogs, our By-Law revision substitutes strict 
impounding, restraint and fine provisions 
for violations of the rights of persons or 
their property. Biting, the single worst of- 
fense, is treated most severely. However, 
traveling in packs and other menacing be- 
havior, chasing persons, cars or bicycles, 
littering and damaging property are also 
unacceptable and will be punished. Other 
proposed by-law violations include being at 
large in schoolyards, the business district 
and other public places, on trash pickup day 
and during school passage time. In addi- 
tion, this proposed by-law retains the de- 
tailed provisions of the present by-law 
dealing with female dogs in heat, vaccina- 
tion, licensing and quarantining. 

“While the number of troublesome dogs 
is a mere fraction of the total dog popula- 
tion of Andover, we would certainly like to 
see effective enforcement where neces- 
sary. A lot of us feel that a no-choice leash 
law is a measure properly dictated only by 
overcrowded urban conditions and is exces- 
sive in a community such as Andover with 
its strong rural heritage. We are confident 
that passage of this by-law will best respect 
the rights and wishes of allofus. . .

Andover will continue to have financial 
and customer services at the present post 
office building on Main street, while the 
Sorting, distribution and procession work 
will be transferred to the Lawrence Post 
office on Nov. 5. 

That was the decision announced this 
past week by George Walker, regional di- 
rector of the U.S. Postal Service, who ap- 
peared before the Andover Indistrial 
Development Commission last Thursday 
with the formal announcements. 

The IDC had been given the task of 
keeping the postal facility in the central 
business district by the selectmen. Postal 
officials have been seeking a site for loca- 
tion of a processing plant in Andover for 
the past two years. A site on Andover 
street was originally decided upon but ob- 
jected to by local officials and groups. 
Other sites have been proposed and either 
had town objection, or did not fit postal 
needs. 

Now, the present office will be reno- 
vated to accommodate more postal boxes 
and continue financial and customer ser- 
vices, while the other work will go to the 
Lawrence facility. 

Dr. Lawrence S. Speigel, chairman of 
the IDC, said he was pleased with the de- 
cision, noting that the group had accom- 
plished what the selectmen had asked 
them to do, retain the postal services in 
the downtown area and in its present 
building if possible. 

There are other problems, however.

rate, but which represents, he said, an 
equalized cost. of operation of the water 
department. 

McQuade said that once the town goes 
off the scaled rate, it will be very difficult 
to return. He also said that conservation 
methods would more than likely be im- 
posed by heavy users. Such action would 
be unnecessary under a sliding scale and 
added that there is ample supply for the 
town. 

But Bowen and Selectman Philip 
Salamone expressed concern about the 
effect on the average homeowner. Bowen 
noted that a $5 increase in the tax rate, 
along with other increases would be hit- 
ting homeowners hard and suggested the 
flat rate would be better. 

Bowen said that he felt the board would 
be acting on water rates in another year. 

The selectman have been studying the 
water rate issue for some time in an effort 
to get the water department as close to 
self-sustaining as possible. It is the intent 
to raise $1 million through the new rates, 
which would approximate the operating 
costs of the department.

sheen facility definitely will be closed. 

Also, postal workers at the Andover of- 
fice are upset about the move to Law- 
rence. The move means that the carriers 
and clerks, some 50 in number, will be 
moved to Lawrence and will return to An- 
dover for their routes via Postal Jeeps. 

There will be no loss in service to An- 
dover residents, postal officials assured 
Dr. Speigel and the IDC membership. 
Package pickup and such things as obtain- 
ing undelivered mail will be accomplished 
at the Andover office and a trip to Law- 
rence will not be necessary. 

Dr. Speigel also pointed out that the 
ownership of the present facility will re- 
main in the hands of the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice, and that there will be no job losses 
created through the move. 

Various plans had been offered to the 
town by the postal service such as the 
town buying the building and leasing it 
back to the government, as well as selling 
the building to private ownership. Neither

of these is going to happen, Speigel said. 

The selectmen Monday night praised 
the work of the IDC and welcomed the 
news of the post office decision with the 
following statement: 

“Andover’s Board of Selectmen is 
pleased to report that the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice has decided to maintain its Post Of- 
fice on Main Street in our Central 
Business District and to expand the cus- 
tomer services provided to our towns- 
people at that location. 

“The Postal Service’s decision helps to 
assure that our downtown area will con- 
tinue to prosper, serving as the focus for 
commercial and service activities in An- 
dover. 

“This good news comes after much ef- 
fort in consideration of Andover’s needs 
by Mr. George Walker of the U.S. Postal 
Service and his staff, and Dr. Lawrence 
Spiegel and the members of Andover’s 
Development and Industrial Commission. 
We extend our sincere thanks to them.”’
